Polio Shots Drive Slated to 
Reach All Children of Area 


Provision Made 
For Those Unable 
To Pay for Vaccine 


Unusual intercut ha* been cre­ 
ated among Hamlin residents by 
the all-out campaign to have all 
children and youths between the 
ages of six months and 21 years 
inoculated against polio, declare 
Starr Inzer and L. E. 
(Gene > 
Prewit, leaders in the movement. 
Saturday, March 17, has been 
set a* the date for the first of 
the shots to be administered at 
the Primary School building be­ 
tween 9:00 a. rn. and 6:00 p. m. 
Doctors, nurses *and other assist­ 
ants will be on hand to help han­ 
dle all who appear for the shots. 
AU the service clubs, Parent- 
Teacher Associations and Hamlin 
Schools are cooperating to offer 
this program to people of the 
Hamlin 
community. 
Everyone, 
regardless of race creed or color, 
is urged to take advantage of this 
opportunity to get polio inocula­ 
tions. 
The vaccinations will cost $3 
per shot, or $6 for the two. The 
second shot in 
the inoculation 
will be given April 14. However, 
if some are unable to pay for their 
shots, a Hamlin donor has agreed 
to provide the vaccine. 
"With this provision made for 
the indigent, there is no excuse 
for not having all children and 
youths of the community immun­ 
ized against the dreaded polio," 
the director* declare.

To Hope for Improved Prices in Future

The Livestock and Meat Situa­ 
tion, a review prepared and bear­ 
ing approval of the Outlook an i 
Situation Board of the U, S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture, had some 
figures 
in 
the 
end-of-February 
size-up of the livestock business 
that served to dampen the hopes 
of any tremendous price improve­ 
ments in 1936 deealres Ted Gouldy, 
special market reporter for The 
Herald, in his weekly release. His 
release continues: 


Inventory of meat animals, the 
reports said, is up two per cent 
from a year ago. 
Based on this 
inventory, total livestock slaugh­ 
ter and meat production in 1956 
are expected to advance to an­ 
other new high. 


Significant items are two per 
cent more beef calves on farms 
and 14 per cent more steers. E s ti­ 
mated number of steers on Jan u ­ 
ary I, 1956, w'a* 9,644,000 against 
8,444,000 a year ago. 


Hogs on farms are nine lier cent 
above a year app.
